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CARTOONS AND COMMENTS. 


E REFERRED a few weeks ago to two kinds of 
lawlessness, one abusing the law, urging its 

overthrow -and sometimes breaking it; the other 
boldly overriding the law, although not disputing 
Law’s right to stand: The first was illustrated by the so-called Anarch- 
ists of New York; the second by the daily lynching of negros in the 
South. We argued that the latter form of lawlessness was more danger- 
ous to society than the former, because it was practical, while the former 
was theoretical and rarely effective. We now have a fresh contrast to sub- 
mit to our readers, which we believe is even more significant than the first. 
Insulted Law has arisen in all its majesty to banish the person of one 
Emma Goldman for the period of one year, to a resort provided by the 
city of New York to meet such cases. What Emma Goldman’s philoso- 
phy is Heaven only knows; and Heaven maintains its customary reticence 
‘on the subject. She seems to be, by turns, State Socialist, Communist, 
Anarchist, and a crazy medley of all three. At any rate, she has been sent 
to the Island for a year for doing just what the United States Senate has 
been doing for the past month, namely: attacking the backbone of the 
principles that make a nation out of an aggregation of people. The tech- 
nical charge upon which the Goldman woman was tried was ‘+ attempt to 
incite riot,” and she is being rightly punished therefor; but, in reality, 
she was merely asserting the sovereignty of the individual in a manner 
that must command the wondering admiration of certain Senators of the 
United States. It is rather astonishing, is it not, that we should have an 
impressive illustration of the basis of anarchic philosophy from the one 
legislative body which we have been accustomed to regard as the last 
stronghold of our republican institutions. ‘* Anarchy in the Senate?” 
you say; ‘*how absurd!” Dear unenlightened reader, you are picturing 
the straw-anarchist of the daily press — an unclean person with bushy 
beard, beetling brows and unkempt hair, holding a glass of beer in one 
hand and a dynamite bomb in the other. But the term ¢« Anarchist” 
describes this man no more aptly than would the term ‘ Presbyterian,” 
‘¢Free Mason,” * Knight of Labor,” ‘‘ Abolitionist,” or ** Able-Bodied Sea- 
man.” If you have read Messrs. Darwin, Proudhon, Herbert Spencer, 
Josiah Warren, e¢ a/., you know an Anarchist to be one of the best-mean- 
ing fellows in the world, who is hard set against any scheme of violence or 
mob rule. The first and chief difference between us and the Anarchist, 
dear reader, is this: we believe the interests of society are best served by 
the rule of the majority. This is the bed rock upon which we have built 
our republic; the Anarchist, on the other hand, is first an egoist; he is 
the center of the universe, just as Senator Stewart or Senator Wolcott is; 
nothing is right that is not right to him. He believes the assumption 
that society is a contract in which each party cedes a portion of his 
sovereignty in order that the remainder may be better conserved, 

to be responsible for much of the misery of mankind. In other 

words, like a portion of the United States Senate, he denies the 
majority’s right to rule. When we come to deny it, also, we shall 

be infant Anarchists, like — we have said a part of the Senate, but 

why not the whole ?—-since the majority has meekly allowed its con- 
stitutional right to be crushed out for a time, and since it must, 
therefore, no longer claim that right. Of course, Populus will refuse 

to see that there is even a shadow of Anarchy in the Senate. Per- 

haps it is just as well, too, for we can imagine conditions under which 

the double-page cartoon in this number of PUCK would be some- 

thing more than the flight of an artist’s fancy. Instead of being 
forcibly dismembered, however, the Senate will undoubtedly con- 

tinue in its un-American course for many years. Bills to repeal the 

law of cause and effect will continue to be introduced and urged 

by our Populist statesmen, and Senatorial eloquence will flout them 

before the gaze of a tired people. But, if once Populus got it 
through his head that this body meant to go back on the most vital 
tenet of our political creed — the majority’s right to rule — he would 
promptly lop that body off.

CONCERNING

THE SENATE. 


The New Yorker who has remembered to register, 
and who, therefore, may cast a vote next week, will do well 
to go to the polls with a great deal of hard thinking in his 
head. He will do well to settle in his own mind, once for 
all, where he stands politically — whether he is a Democrat, a Republican 
ora Tammanyite. The course that Tammany Hall has taken this year 


ought to give the dullest citizen enough to think about. This remarkable 
organization, which holds the Democratic: party of New York City in the 
hollow of its hand, has, for the last few years, made a highly creditable 
record in many respects. In many ways it has given New York the best 
city government she ever had. Of course there has been a more or less 
widespread suspicion that this good service was meant to serve only as a 
blind, and the concealment for plans of future corruption. The ‘ sense” 
of the people —the general judgement — however, has been that it was 
unfair to act on these suspicions while the actions of the Tammany leaders 
gave no sign of bad faith. But what Tammany has done this Fall puts a 
different face on things. It has ‘¢turned down,” to use Tammany’s own 
phrase, the Hon. Theodore W. Myers, who has made a faithful and effi- 
cient Comptroller for two terms. This action may be defended on the 
ground that two terms is enough for a Comptroller, and that Mr. Fitch, 
Tammany’s present nominee, has made a praiseworthy record as a Con- 
gressman; but, it is a very suspicious step to take while suspicion is rife 
as to the honesty of Tammany’s intentions. This is no time to send away 
the most trusted watch-dog that has ever kept guard over the city’s safe — 
save that great old bull-terrier of honesty, Andrew H. Green. More than 
this, Tammany has ‘‘turned down” the energetic De Lancey Nicoll, and has 
put up the stuffed figure known as John R. Fellows, a man who holds the 
record for inefficiency so easily and gracefully that the stripe-wearers up at 
Sing Sing join in hymns of praise when his name is mentioned. Now 
these two actions, taken singly or together, may or may not mean that 
Tammany is “fixing things” for an era of corruption; but they look ill 
enough to make the honest voter think and think and think. And the 
more he thinks. we are certain, the more he will see the inherent, intrinsic, 
underlying evil of government by faction — not party government, but the 
government of a gang that holds the party by the throat and compels it 
to its own uses.
